ACCEPT A GRANT AWARD FROM THE CALIFORNIA DEPARTMENT OF PARKS
AND RECREATION’S OFF-HIGHWAY MOTOR VEHICLE RECREATION DIVISION
AND APPROVE AN APPROPRIATION ADJUSTMENT
(FIFTH DISTRICT) (4 VOTES)

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD:

1. Authorize the Sheriff, as an agent for the County, to sign and accept a grant
award in the amount of $156,000 from the California Department of Parks and
Recreation (CDPR) for the 2007 Off-Highway Motor Vehicle Recreation
(OHMVR) Grant Program.

2. Authorize the Sheriff, or his designees, on behalf of the County of Los Angeles,
to serve as project director, to sign and execute said grant award and to perform
all further tasks necessary for completion of the project, including execution of
amendments, extensions, modifications, contracts, and other award documents.

3. Approve a Fiscal Year (FY) 2007-08 appropriation adjustment, in the amount of
$156,000 ($142,000 for Salaries and Employee Benefits and $14,000 for
Services and Supplies), to fund overtime, benefits, operating expenses, travel,
and equipment to be offset by State grant funding (Attachment 1).

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

CDPR has allocated grant funds to the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department
(Department) for the Off-Highway Vehicle (OHV) Enforcement Program. This letter is
to request authorization to accept grant funds for a 15-month period from January 1,
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2008, to March 31, 2009. The primary objective of CDPR'’s 2007 OHMVR Grant
Program is to provide funding to selected law enforcement agencies in order to protect
natural resources and enforce laws that regulate the use of off-highway motor vehicles
and associated equipment.

In meeting this objective, the Department will use the grant funds in the amount of
$156,000 to implement OHV enforcement projects administered by the Department’s
Santa Clarita Valley ($98,000) and Palmdale ($58,000) Sheriff's Stations.

This is the Department’s fifth consecutive year of receiving funding from CDPR’s
OHMVR program. The goal of the Department’s 2007 OHV Enforcement Program is to
reduce incidences of OHV-related offenses and code violations throughout the
jurisdiction of the Santa Clarita Valley and Palmdale Sheriff's Stations, as well as the
Lancaster and Crescenta Valley areas.

In order to successfully reduce the types of offenses and violations identified above, the
Department will utilize the grant funds specifically to retain sergeant and deputy
personnel on an overtime basis. These sergeants and deputies will be responsible for
identifying and targeting areas in which these violations are prevalent and conducting
coordinated patrols throughout the identified region. In addition to the Department’s
active involvement in the project, we will also collaborate with the United States Forest
Service to ensure that efficient and productive enforcement of the problem areas exists
during peak violation times (i.e. holidays, extended weekends).

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

The Department’s 2007 OHV Enforcement Program, a multi-station effort directed at
establishing OHV enforcement operations, meets the Los Angeles County Strategic
Plans, Goal 6, Community Services; and Goal 8, Public Safety.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

An appropriation adjustment, in the total amount of $156,000 ($142,000 for Salaries
and Employee benefits and $14,000 for Services and Supplies), is being requested to
augment the Department’s Patrol Budget Unit's FY 2007-08 budget, and will be fully
offset by grant funds. A 25 percent required match will be contributed as in-kind
services by the Department. This project will have no other fiscal impact.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

A resolution, required by the CDPR, was previously adopted hy your Board when the
Board authorized the grant application to be submitted.
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This Board letter and the contract agreement has been reviewed and approved as to
form by County Counsel. The Department will abide by the purchasing procedures as
required by the Internal Services Department to ensure compliance with County Policy
and Procedures.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES

The CDCR has allocated funding to the Department to reduce incidences of OHV
related offenses and code violations throughout the jurisdictions of the Santa Clarita
Valley and Palmdale Sheriff’s Stations and surrounding areas. Grant funds will be
utilized to staff a team of sergeant and deputy personnel, on an overtime basis, who will
conduct coordinated patrols throughout the identified region. Law enforcement’s
contact with the public will usually result in the issuance of citations and verbal warnings
and, therefore, will not have significant impact on the District Attorney’s Office, the
Public Defender’s Office, or the Alternative Public Defender’s Office.

ENVIRONMENTAL DOCUMENTATION

This project is categorically exempt from the California Environmental Quality Act
(CEQA) under Section 15321 Enforcement Actions by Regulatory Agencies, Class
21(b), of the revised Environmental Reporting procedures and Guidelines, and the
State CEQA Guidelines.
